The War Songs of the Fighters. 


THE AtFTIIOP. OF THE GERMAN NATION Alt 


HYMS. 


Ernst Moritz Arndt iras born December 


2Cth, 176U, at Sckorite, in Rugen. To- 
•ward the end of the lust century he distin- 
guished himself aa a traveler, and by his 
works on Sweden, Italy, Francs, Germany, 
Hungary, &c. Ill 180(5 he was appointed 
Professor Extraordinary of Philosophy at 
Grafawald. 
Ho was a vehement lover of 


liberty, and though at first a favoier of 
Napoioon, became ono of his bitterest op- 
ponents as soon as ho comprehended hie 
designs of conquest. His "Spirit of the 
Age" went through several editions. The 
attention it excited by the boldness of its 
uttEioksjjn. Bonaparte compelled Arndt to 
to fly to Stockholm, whence he was unable 
to return till 18UJ. Hiu writings, which 
ilowed in. rapid succession from, his inde- 
fatigable pen, made a profound impression 
on popular feeling. They served, it is es- 
timated, more than any cause, to keep 
alive the German hatred of -French dom- 
ination that stimulated the war of libera- 
tion. In 1S18, Arndt was appointed Pro- 
fessor of History in tho University of 
Bonn; but the very next year the inquiry 
into " Demagogical Intrigues" was said to 
have implicated him. He was out of the 
public employment till 1820, when ho was 
reinstated. Ilia popular poems and war 
songs, of which the ono given is at once 
tho most martial and popular, were pub- 
libhed ut Frankfort in iSlj and at Leipsic 
iu 1840:

"The fcccrut motive 
o! their inarch," says M. De Lamartine, 
was to intimidttto tho Satimml Guard oi 
Paris; to revive tho oner^rj of tho Fau- 
bourgs; and to be in the advance guard 
of that camp of 20,000, •which the Giron- 
dists had made the Assembly vote; to 
overrule tho jTeuillimts, the Jacobins, the 
King, and tho Assembly itself, with an 
array of the Departments composed en- 
tirely of their own creatures." The Mar- 
eailluiscs entered Paris by tho Faubourg 
St. Antoine, 
and singing jthe song 


which bears their name, proceeded to the 
Champs Elysees, -where a banquet was 
prepared for them.

Hydrophobia. 


SHOCKING CASES IS ST. LOCIS—TWO BOW 


T1IE VICTIMS. 


From the St. I/mi* Bapublicon. July 26. 


"We have another case of hydrophobia to 


chronicle, the victim being a boy about 1G 
years of age, who was yesterday- removed 
'rom the Health Office to the City Hospi- 
tal in a state fearful to witness. There ia 
something so peculiar about caaea of this 
shocking malady that a full statement of 
the particulars will be interesting, even if 
it forms a sad tale to read. 
The boy'* 


name is Adolph Herbestel, and he has for 
some time been employed aa waiter in the 
Snpreme Court Hall Restaurant oa Cheat- 
nut street, opposite the Court House. He 
has proved himself a steady, industrious 
young- man, and gained tie respect and e*- 
teojn of hid employer and associates. Ho 
lived at 523 Poplar street, where most of 
the young men employed in. the restaurant 
also stopped, and until recently enjoyed 
excellent health, and was of a robust frame 
and constitution. 
One night, about four 


weeks ago, the heat being very oppressive, 
the boy moved a portion of his bed clothes 
into the yard, where he slept the balance of 
the niidit. In the yard where he slept was a 
dog willed Sultan, & large spaniel, belong- 
ing to the proprietor of the bonee, but 
the animal was then, so far as it ia known, 
in a normal condition. It does not appear 
that young Herbestel was bitten that 
night. He made no mention of anything 
of the sort nor were any marks of injury 
noticed by any of his companions in the 
morning. Ono side of his face was black- 
ened, hut this was attributed to hig hav- 
ing rubbed it against the ground while 
asleep. Tbe subsequent history of th*

On Thursday but he 
complained of feeling' unwell, spoke of a 
pain in the hend and full tens* feeling 
across the stomach. 
His symptom* were 


aggravated next day ; on Saturday a clear 
case of hydrophobia was defined. 
Dr. 


Kcimberger was called in. and at the time 
no one about the premises understood the 
character of the attack. It was apparent, 
however, to a medical eye, and the doctor 
quickly asked if tho boy had been, bitten by 
a dog. At first the answer-was in the ne- 
gative, but finally' the fate of the dog* 
which- had • died a few weeks before, was 
recollected, and also the fact that the boy 
hod passed a night quite close to where 
the brute lay, and this, if anything; 
was wanting, settled the character oi 
the case. 
The doctor used such remc* 


dies as eeemed .proper, and the boy's fath- 
er, who liven at.Hock Spring, was sent 
for. 
On Saturday and Sunday the caee 


developed itself in/alliU fearful features. 
The mind of the wretched boy wandered 
at intervals, but for the mo<4t-of the time 
knew his friends and his father. 
His 


eyes globed luminous with wild light aa if 
they would start from their sockets. He 
panted sharp and quick like a dog suffer- 
ing froni heat, and frequent spasms visited 


him, 
often produced and always aggravated 


by the sight of water, of which he had a 
painful dread. He said he had got a "bad 
sickness," and was going to die, but htt 
appeared to know nothing of its character. 
Once when a friend invited him to come 
to the river and bathe he shuddered fear- 
fully, and said, "Oh, if I should touch the 
water, I should fall," At timeit paroxysms 
of violence seized him, and rendered it 
dangerous to approach him. unless he was 
forcibly restrained.
